Exists in the fact that a heroine must be 
suffered to act out, wr.t, it restraint, those 
natural impulses and wild passiosjs of her 
heart whioh any mother, however worldly, 
grieves to behold exemplified in a daughter 
Liberty of speech at. I liberty of a. lions 
are inseparable from the brilliant heroine 
of sensational novels. She could never be 
subjected for a moment to the gentle check 
of a mother s presence and loving glance. 
Thus the mother is dispensed with as an 
element quite too dull an 1 common-place to 
be compatible with popular taste.
